While Joseph ll Znki, an Arab w ho 
arrivisi in America on the Italian liner 
Giuseppe Verdi recently, was napping 
In the detention pen at F.llis Island In­ 
spectors began opening bi* luggage. A 
long wooden box the shn;*e of a coffin 
attracted their attention, and they 
pried f T '.lie Md to find a perfectly 
good mummy inside. 
Just then an­ 
other 
ispecter opened up a 1k»x con­ 
taining 
i mummified dog and Zaki 
wa 
abruptly awakened. 
lie jumped up with a stnrt upon see 
tug his treasures unfolded before him 
and b 'ged that they be bandied ten­ 
derly, w hich they were. 
He said that 
be lived In Baltimore for several years, 
and prior to his coming to this coun­ 
try the first time in* assisted several 
scientists in relic searching In Egypt. 
His tales of discoveries so impressed 
his American friends that he decided 
to go back to Egypt, dig up a few 
mummies for himself and exhibit them 
in till* country. 
He sailed from baru 
six months before the war began. 
The mummy he brought back be 
found In Akhmlm, he said, la upfier 
Egypt. 
It was in a gold ease which 
he estimated as being worth $15,090 
and which the Egyptian museum in 
Cairo took, letting bim keep Ins mum­ 
my. 
Ile gave a value of $25 on the 
mummy to the customs men. 
Zaki said thut tile hieroglyphic* on 
the side of the case showed that the 
mummy had been burled 1,800 years; 
that the man died when be was twen 
ty-four years old, and bls father, w ho 
was nuuu*d Mokha, was a nobleman 
in the Egyptian court. 
The ease ups 
ast In a tomb of stone thirty yards 
d^ft’A iii the desert sand. 
In one of the smuil boxes Zaki had 
a human skull and a gold ring which 
he found at Enien-el-8hams, near the 
Matarrih olicllsk, aud which he saki 
wa* 4,900 years old. 
He said the ln- 
acription ou tho side of this tomb, 
which was translated by Hamel Hey, 
a former native director of the Egyp­ 
tian museum, showed that the skull 
was that of a priest, the Inscription 
reading, “Here ll*** the body of Washa, 
the d**ceased priest and son of Hor.” 
Zaki also had a mummified croco­ 
dile, several Idols and some beads, all 
of which, he said, w ert more than 
1,509 years old. 
Ile brought an affi­ 
davit of their genuineness signed by 
Ralph H. Blanchard, a well known 
collector of Egyptian relics, ami wit­ 
nessed by James M. Bowcock, Ameri­ 
can vice consul at Cairo.

In the southern half of Bu 
kowina, the Austrian crown land, the 
Roumanians are tin* dominant race. 
The mass of the jieopie of eastern 
Trot.Sylvania, a port of Hungary, I* 
Roumanian by race and language. 
It 
is said 4,000,000 Roumanians live in 
Transylvania. 
Rouiuunia 
has 
l**on 
credited wit ti a long cherished ambi­ 
tion to annex these provinces and at 
the same time "liberate” the Rouma­ 
nians now under Au triati domination. 
Recently It was relented Russia had 
offered Cxeramrif* to Roumania as a 
reward lf sin* would unite w ith the en­ 
tente.
